It also 
slapped a $50,000 fine on a sec- 
ond firm which owned the craft 
and

its other 


planes for emergency inspec- 
tions. 


In a news conference,

FAA pleaded ignorance of the 
safety problems until after the 
hired plane had smashed into a 
steep mountainside in a dead- 
end canyon in the Rockies a 
week ago today. 


Yet the FAA had warned two 


schools— including Wichita State 
--against football flights by the 
small air firm two months ago. 
The agency said it assumed the 
rental plans were scrapped, and 
it took no action to stop the firm 
itself. 


On an emergency basis, the 


FAA revoked the flying license 
Thursday of that firm, Golden 
Eagle Aviation Inc. of Oklaho- 
ma City, after ruling it had no 
certificate to operate a passen- 
ger plane as large as the ill-fat- 
ed Martin 404. 


The FAA cited 16 safety de- 


fects on a second plane also 
used for the football trip to Utah 
State in handing the $50,000 pen- 
alty to Jack Richards Aircraft 
Co. Inc., also of Oklahoma City.

WASHINGTON < A P > - The 


Nixon administration's contro- 
versial family assistance wel- 
fare plan, called by the Presi- 
dent his No. 1 domestic proposal 
of this Congress, has failed its 
first bid to win Senate approval. 


The Senate P'inance Commit- 


tee voted Thursday to reject the 
House version of the plan but 
agreed to add a limited experi- 
mental version to a Social Secu- 
rity bill now under considera- 
tion. 


Chairman Russell B. Long, 


D-La., said the actual form of 
the 
pilot 
version would 
be 


worked out by the committee's 
staff and considered Tuesday. 


Welfare Secretary Elliot' L. 


Richardson said the administra- 
tion would fight in the Senate 
for a full program if the com- 
mittee approves a bill providing 
only for a pilot program. 


Richardson said he believed 


most senators are ready to re- 
form the current welfare pro- 
gram. Other administration offi- 
cials have predicted 60 Senate 
votes if the proposal makes the 
floor. 


The committee's rejection, by 


a 14-1 vote, was expected. Most 
members had indicated strong 
opposition to the plan. Others 
reportedly were unhappy with 
the House version and favored a 
more liberal proposal.

against bombings and permit- 
ting the death penalty in cases 
causing fatal injuries. It author- 
izes use of wiretapping under 
court order when criminal use 
of explosives is suspected. 


An amendment by Sen. Philip 


A. Hart, D-Mich., to strike out 
the death penalty was rejected 
46 to 22. 


The bill makes it a federal 


crime to damage or destroy 
with explosives any federal pro- 
perty or the property of any in- 
stitution 
receiving 
federal 


funds. This opens the way for 
the FBI to investigate bombing 
on virtually any college cam- 
pus. 


Another bill passed by voice 


vote is designed to provide in- 
creased protection for the presi- 
dent when he is away from 
Washington. 


Its effect is to permit the se- 


cret Service to cordon off areas 
for the president's protection, 
without having to rely on state 
or local trespass laws. 


Also passed by voice vote was 


a bill making it a federal of- 
fense to assassinate, kidnap or 
assault a member of Congress 
or a congressman-elect. 


Still another bill passed by the 


senate permits the government 
to appeal federal district court 
rulings dismissing criminal pro- 
secutions when there has been 
no verdict of acquittal. It also 
permits appeal of rulings that 
suppress evidence before trial. 


These separate bills were add- 


ed to still another measure au- 
thorizing a vastly increased pro- 
gram of federal grants to assist 
state and local governments in 
improving their polive forces, 
courts 
and 
correctional sys- 


tems.

Soys ABC Deal 
Covered Up 


LITTLE ROCK (AP)— Larry 


Case, 24, of Little Rock, a pri- 
vate detective, said Thursday 
he was hired to buy hashish 
from an agent of the state Alco- 
holic Beverage Control Depart- 
ment. 


Case said that the matter had 


been "covered up" and that 
Earl M. Thomas, who resigned 
last week as chief of enforce- 
ment for the department, had 
been made a scapegoat for oth- 
ers in the ABC. 


Prosecutor Richard B. Adkis- 


son questioned Case, 
Thomas 


and ABC Director Joe B. Gas- 
pard Thursday and said other 
persons would be questioned. 
He said he had issued no war- 
rants. 


Thomas said Thursday that 


his resignation had nothing to 
do with hashish. He said he re- 
signed because of allegations 
that were false but which he 
could not disprove. 


His resignation came after it 


was learned that the State Po- 
lice were conducting an inves- 
tigation in connection with the 
department. 


State Police Director Ralph 


Scott, Gov. Winthrop Rockefel- 
ler, Rockefeller aides and Gas- 
pard have declined to reveal de- 
tails of the investigation. 


Thomas said he had been in- 


structed to check out whether or 
not an ABC agent was "push- 
ing narcotics," and that Case 
was one of at least two persons 
hired to assist him. 


Gaspard was aware of Case's 


role in the case, Thomas said. 


Case said that in a Little 


Rock motel on a recent Sunday 
an ABC agent had sold hashish 
to him. No money changed 
hands, but Thomas stepped into 
the room in time to witness the 
transaction, Case said. He de- 
clined to name the agent. 


He said he asked the ABC 


about two weeks ago for $500 
he was to be paid for the in- 
vestigation, but payment was 
refused. Case said he soon re- 
ported the matter to Little Rock 
police and State Police officials. 


Case 
said 
Marion Burton, 


campaign director for Rockefel- 
ler, was aware of the investiga- 
tion and the result, but "they 
had no plans to prosecute at the 
time."

NEW YORK ( A P ) - "Helen 


Hayes: Portrait of an American 
Actress," the opening prograrv 
of this season's "NET Play- 
house" on the public broadcast- 
ing stations, was a valiant effort 
to encapsulate a 65-year-long 
career on the stage in 90 min- 
utes. 


Miss Hayes was subject, hos- 


tess, star and narrator—a re- 
sponsibility that caused occa- 
sional awkwardness. The pro- 
gram was done almost entirely 
in the first person, with frequent 
and very necessary excusions 
into her private Hie. 


Miss Hayes started at the be- 


ginning—growing up in Wash- 
ington, D.C., and told how she 
became a Broadway star at 20. 


"How 
can I explain to young, 


ambitious performers that they 
must plan to be at the right 
place at the right time?") 


There were still pictures from 


bygone stage productions, clips 
from old movies and lots of 
family photographs. Miss Hayes 
showed a young actress how to 
"flitter" and speak in the piping 
voice required of ingenues 50 
years ago. There were scenes 
from two plays in which she 
played 
queens—Mary 
Stuart 


and Victoria, and bits from oth- 
er favorite plays. 


There was some good theater 


talk—reminiscences with Marc 
Connolly, George Abbott, and 
Armina Marshall, although one 
suspects 
these 
conversations 


were edited down. 


The actress was at her best 


talking about the techniques and 
disciplines of acting. She was 
engaging and amusing when re- 
calling some of the great stars 
with whom she has associated. 


Most of the program 
was 


filmed inside the Hayes Nyack 
home, -'Pretty Penny" as her 
late 
husband 
Charles Mac- 


Arthur named it, and in the gar- 
dens overlooking the Hudson 
River. 


It concluded in an empty thea- 


ter, with Miss Hayes reflecting 
that for her the stage has "of- 
fered form and meaning as life 
never has." 


It was an ambitious undertak- 


ing, affectionately produced. If 
it was occasionally a bit stagy 
and theatrical—well, after all, it 
was a portrait of an actress. 


A flip of the wrist to NBC's' 


"Dean Martin Show" produced 
a viewer reaction that was per- 
haps a little more violent than it 
would have been if one had not 
been moving from Miss Hayes' 
kind of show business. 


There's nothing really wrong 


with the Martin hour. It is easy 
and 
pleasant 
and 
probably 


harmless. Martin has some new 
surroundings this season but 
neither he or the rest of the 
show seems to have changed 
much. Neither have the jokes, 
alas. 


Marty Feldman, a British co- 


median who was the hit of Mar- 
tin's summer replacement pro- 
gram, was brought on for an en- 
core. He has such silly, tasteless 
material that his sonny boy 
sketch was a disaster. The good 
moments of the Martin hour are 
usually in the musical area.

With the inclusion of the Van- 


couver Canucks and the Buffalo 
Sabres in the league this year, 
the number of teams increased 
to 14 from 12 last year. 


Accordingly, the number of 


scheduled games increased to 
546 this year, 90 more than in 
1969-70. 


And, 
apparently, league offi- 


cials believed it fitting that one 
of the expansion teams share 
the spotlight in the season's 
opener. 


Although 
the schedule was 


drawn up before regular presea- 
son games ended, Vancouver 
probably couldn't have been a 
better choice to open the season. 


With a 3-4-3 record in exhibi- 


tion games, the Canucks power 
—surprising for an NHL rookie 
club—has drawn a lot of atten- 
tion. 


The Los Angeles Kings, who 


joined the league in its 1967-68 
expansion, and who meet 
Canucks in this year's opener, 
had a 3-1-2 record in exhibition 
play. 


The season moves into 
full 


swing this weekend. On Satur- 
day, 
the New York Rangers 


meet the St. Louis Blues, the 
Oakland Seals take on the De- 
troit Red Wings, Buffalo visits 
the Pittsburgh Penguins and the 
Minnesota North Stars battle 
with the Philadelphia Flyers. 


The Montreal Canadiens meet 


Philadelphia Sunday, the Toron- 
to Maple Leafs visit Vancouver, 
Detroit tangles with the Bruins 
in Boston and the Chicago Black 
Hawks entertain Oakland. 


This year, for the first time in 


three seasons, St. Louis is not 
favorite 
to win the league's 


great division. 


The Olues have won the divi- 


sion since the NHL expanded in 
1967-68. All expansion teams, 
Philadelphia, 
Oakland, 
Pitts- 


burgh, Minnesota, Los Angeles 
and St. Louis were placed in the 
new division with 
the other 


teams making up the East Divi- 
sion. 


But with Buffalo and Vancou-

Young Lawyers 
Are Seeing 
Need of Poor

When he graduated from Har- 


vard I,aw School seven years 
ago, Tony Roisman looked like 
a good bet to become a wealthy 
tax lawyer. Last year he earned 
$800. But Tony Roisman consid- 
ers himself a successful man- 
as well a happy one. 


He and hundreds of other at- 


torneys are part of the new 
breed of lawyers who want to 
apply their skills to what they 
feel are the sore spots of Ameri- 
ca, convinced the phrase "equal 
justice under law" is often less 
than that. 


The new legal breed feels it's 


no longer relevant to find tax 
loopholes for large corporations, 
push rate increases for public 
utilities or help labor get bigger 
raises. Instead, the new lawyers 
want to see legal aid made 
available to the poor and mid- 
dle-class citizens, as well as the 
rich. 


Roisman, himself, gave up a 


lucrative job two years ago. 


"I decided what I was doing 


wasn't important—fun, sure — 
but it didn't matter to me if 
such and such a company got a 
tax ruling. I was doing the 
work, but I wasn't committed to 
it," said Roisman whose Wash- 
ington firm, Berlin, Roisman 
and Kessler, is one of the few 
self-supporting public interest 
firms in the country. Roisman's 
wife, also a lawyer, works in 
Washington. His decision to fore- 
go private practice cut their in- 
come in half. 


The majority of lawyers, how- 


ever, still sell their skills to pri- 
vate law firms, attracted by in- 
fluence, profits and prestige. 


Many feel there isn't the chal- 


lenge or the diversity in public 
interest law. 


"I'd rather use my skills and 


crafts in the wrong way but to 
the fullest extent rather than 
squander them away with Band- 
Aid lawyers," said Jack Weiss, 
an editor of the 1970 Harvard 
Law Review. 


But neighborhood legal aid of- 


fices, first funded by the Office 
of Economic Opportunity—OEO 
—in 1965, have been sprouting 
up all over the country. By last 
June, 1,950 legal aid lawyers 
worked out of 850 neighborhood 
law offices in 265 communities. 


"The 
appeal 
is 
idealism. 


They're not motivated by mon- 
ey," said John Adams, director 
of the OEO legal services pro- 
gram. 


One OEO legal services law- 


yer is Daniel S. Press, 27, a 1968 
Yale Law School graduate who 
works with the Navajo Indians 
in the red rock country of Win- 
dow Rock, Ariz. 


"It's exhausting work, but it's 


exhilarating when you know 
that if you don't do the work, no 
one else will either," said Press, 
who makes $9,000 a year. 


Money is still the basic prob- 


lem public interest 
lawyers 


face. Top law graduates, who 
can command $18,000 starting 
salary at leading Wall Street 
firms, make anywhere from 
$4,000 to $9,000 in legal services 
programs. 


"This is the main reason for 


the big turnover in public inter- 
est firms," said Beverly Moore, 
25, who this fall will join Ralph 
Nader's newly organized firm, 
Public Interest Research Group 
-PIRG. 


Many lawyers concede they 


will eventually enter 
private

Says Housing 
Ignored in 
Small Towns

WASHINGTON (AP) — Coun- 


try folks don't move to the big 
cities anymore to find bright 
lights and indoor plumbing, but 
because of the government's de- 
liberate neglect of rural Ameri- 
ca, the Senate has been told. 


Clay Cochran, chairman of 


the 
year-old 
National Rural 


Housing Coalition, said Wednes- 
day the government still treats 
small towns and rural areas- 
home for 65 million Americans 
—as orphans in its aid program. 


The extent of the neglect and 


the damage already done is 
rarely recognized, he said. 


Testifying before the Select 


Committee on Nutrition and Hu- 
man Needs, Cochran said the 
neglect of rural America stems 
from the myth that the height of 
civilization 
will 
be 
reached 


when 90 per cent of the popula- 
tion lives on one per cent of the 
land. 


Recent publicity given pollu- 


tion 
and 
the 
accompanying 


problems is helping 
puncture 


this myth, he said, but still little 
notice is taken of rural Ameri- 
ca's needs. 


"The 
American 
people, in- 


cluding the Congress, must be 
made aware of the widespread 
need: that two-thirds of the bad 
housing is there (in rural Amer- 
ica) and that bad water and 
lack of sanitation destroy the 


health and lives of people," he 
said. 


Cochran proposed establish- 


ment of an emergency 
Rural 


Home Development Administra- 
tion to help families or individu- 
als otherwise ineligible for hous- 
ing from Farmers Home Ad- 
ministration or public housing 
programs. 


The proposed agency would 


provide minimum housing, sani- 
tation and clean water, plus oth- 
er community facilities such as 
day care centers, in any town of 
25,000 population or smaller, he 
said. 


"Let the existing institutions 


take stock and struggle to main- 
tain their domain by doing more 
of the job they should long since 
have completed," he said. 


The Nixon administration has 


yet to make concrete proposals 


for upgrading rural America al- 
though there have been signs in 
recent months that such propos- 
als are under study. 


Congress also has begun to 


move toward solving the prob- 
lems of rural America. A part 
of the omnibus farm bill drafted 
by the Senate Agriculture Com- 
mittee defines the problem and 
calls for progress reports by 
agencies starting Dec. 1. 


President Nixon's Task Force 


on Rural Development warned 
earlier that "our growing indus- 
try and our increasing popula- 
tion must spread out instead of 
continuing to pile people and in- 
dustrial plants into compacted 
urban areas" if the 
United 


States is to be a healthy and 
happy nation.

Proof Soviets 
Man Missiles 
in Egypt

A military spokesman in Tel 


Aviv said today that Israel has 
definite proof that Soviet crews 
are manning antiaircraft mis- 
sile sites on the Egyptian side of 
the Suez Canal. 


"We have photographic and

Russians are manning SAMS 
missiles at the canal," 
the 


spokesman said. 


The spokesman refused to say 


what "other evidence" Israel 
possesses, but observers believe 
it may include radio traffic be- 
tween Russians and Egyptians 
which the Israelis intercepted. 


The Soviet government on 


Thursday denied its personnel 
were manning the missile bat- 
teries it has supplied Egypt. It 
countered with charges that Is- 
rael is making "almost daily" 
intrusions into 
Egyptian 
air 


space, that Israeli troops are 
"continuously building fortifica- 
tions" along the east side of the 
Suez Canal, and that Israel and 
the United States are stalling 
Middle East peace talks. 


The statement coincided with 


Israel's 
22nd complaint that 


Egypt is violating the Middle 
East cease-fire by deploying So- 
viet missiles in the standstill 
zone along the canal. 


In 
Beirut, 
the 
right-wing 


newspaper Al Hayat reported 
that President Gamal Abdel 
Nasser had issued orders a 
week before he died for the 
withdrawal of the missiles. The 
paper said as soon as Nasser 
died, a group of junior army of- 
ficers apparently prevailed on 
Gen. Mohammed Fawzi, the 
Egyptian commander in chief, 
to reverse the order.

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Loyalty Oath Ordered 
Crossed Off of All 
Civil Service Forms

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Civil Service Commission today 
ordered 
federal 
agencies 
to 


cross off the loyalty oath which 
still appears on a form each 
new federal employe must sign. 


In 1969, the Supreme Court 


ruled the requirement of a loy- 
alty oath for federal employ- 
ment was unconstitutional, but 
the government has not re- 
placed the forms. 


The Civil Service said today 


printing and distribution of a re- 
vised form, omitting the loyalty 
oath, will be completed within 
three months. 


Since the court decision, gov- 


ernment job recruits have been 
told they could delete the loyal- 
ty clause from the form before 
they sign it; now, it will be de- 
leted in advance. 


Also to be removed is a sec- 


tion which pledged the federal 
job applicant not to "assert the 
right to strike against the gov- 
ernment" or to belong to any 
government employes' organi- 
zation asserting that right. 


That 
deletion, too, results 


from a Supreme Court decision. 


The 
federal 
employe 
still 


must pledge, however, not to ac- 
tually participate in a strike 
against the government.? 


Known as Standard Form 61, 


the "appointment affidavit" for- 
merly consisted of four parts: 
An oath of office; the loyalty 
oath officially titled "affidavit 
as to subversive activity and af- 
filiation"; the no-strike clause; 
and a statement that the appli- 
cant, in effect, didn't bribe any- 
body to get the job. 


Here is the text of the "loyal- 


ty oath" being deleted as uncon- 


stitutional: 


"I am not a Communist not 


Fascist. I do not advocate nor 
am I knowingly a member of 
any organization that advocates 
the overthrow of the constitu- 
tional form of the government 
of the United States or which 
seeks by force or violence to 
deny other persons their rights 
under the Constitution of the 
United States. I do further sear 
or affirm that I will not so ad- 
vocate nor will I knowingly be- 
come a member of such organ- 
ization during the period that I 
am an employe of the federal 
government 
or 
any 
agency 


thereof."

HOPE STAR today presents the third in its series of comparisons 
between the present Constitution of Arkansas, and the proposed 
new Constitution. Today's sub'ect matter pertains to: 


THE JUDICIAL BRANCH 


1874 CONSTITUTION 


Judicial power may he vested in eight spec- 
ifically named courts: The Supreme Court, 
Circuit Courts, Chancery Courts, County 
Courts, Probate Courts, Municipal Courts, 
Courts of Common Pleas, and Justice of 
the Peace Courts. 


All Judges arc elected on a partisan 
basis. 


Seven Supreme Court Justices to be elect- 
ed for eight-year terms. 


Legislature has primary authority for de- 
termining administrative responsibility for 
judicial system, including establishment of 
judicial district boundaries. 


No provision for an intermediate Court of 
Appeals. 


Establishes numerous minor courts with 
overlapping jurisdictions, including Munici- 
pal Courts and Justice of the Peace Courts. 


Establishes Circuit Courts at the trial level 
and authorizes the General Assembly to 
create Chancery Courts. Circuit Judges el- 
ected for four-year terms, Chancellors for 
six-year terms. 


Most minor court judges are not required 
to be admitted to the bar. 


No provisions for investigating violations 
of laws or canons of ethics and mental or 
physical disability of judges when necess- 
ary. 


Governor makes appointment to fill vacan- 
cies in all judicial offices. 


Prosecuting Attorneys elected for two-year 
terms; allowed to continue private practice 
of law. 


1970 CONSTITUTION 


Judicial power is consolidated into three 
courts, with the provision for the activita- 
tion of a fourth if needed: The Supreme 
Court. Court of Appeals (optional), Dist- 
rict Courts, and County Trial Courts. 


All judges are elected on a non-partisan 
basis. (Show no party affiliation). 


No change. 


Supreme Court has primary administrative 
responsibility for judicial system, including 
the establishment of judicial boundaries. 


A Court of Appeals may be activated by 
rule of the State Supreme Court and ap- 
propriation of funds by General Assembly. 


Consolidates minor Courts into County 
Trial Courts, which will assume jurisdic- 
tion of Municipal, Police, Mayor's, Courts 
of Common Pleas, and Justice of the Peace 
Courts. 


Establishes District Courts at the trial 
level and authorizes the State Supreme 
Court to create subject matter divisions, 
including Law, Equity, Family Courts, etc. 
District Judges elected for six-year terms. 


County Trial Court Judges are required to 
be admitted to the bar. 


Establishes Judicial Ethics Commission 
to investigate violations of laws or canons 
of ethics and mental or physical disability 
of Judges when necessary. 


Governor makes appointment to fill va- 


cancies in judicial offices from list provid- 
ed by Nominating Commission composed of 
attorneys. 


District Attorneys elected for four-year 
terms; not permitted to continue private 
practice of law. 


SOME NEW PROVISIONS: No officer or employee of any 
Court shall receive any re- 


numeration from fees or costs based upon the outcome of any criminal matter. 


No judge shall participate in any political campaign other than his own, nor may a Judge 
run for a nun-judicial office. If he does, his judicial office becames vacant. 


District Judges may appoint Commissions for those Counties which do not elect County 
Trial Judges. (As in county where there is no lawyer, or one willing to serve*. 


District Judges may appoint Magistrates, with limited authority <<js in communities where 
presently Justice of the Peace or Mayor serves).

Thursday damaged a courtroom 
and rest room of the Marin 
County Civic Center in San Ra- 
fael, Calif., shattered a section 
of an outside wall at an Army 
National Guard armory in Santa 
Barbara, Calif., and caused an 
estimated $150,000 damage to a 
building housing the Navy and 
Air Force ROTC departments at 
the University of Washington in 
Seattle. 


A bomb was found in the heat- 


ing duct of a building at the Uni- 
versity of California at Berkeley 
and was disarmed. 


Some 820 men and women stu- 


dents in robes and slippers were 
evacuated early today from a 
coed dormitory at UCLA when 
an anonymous caller telephoned 
a bomb threat. No bomb was 
found. 


Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell, 


speaking in San Francisco, at- 
tributed the bombings to "psy- 
chopaths." He said he believes 
a nationwide conspiracy exists 
among some radicals to destroy 
American institutions.

"Under the law, Medicare can

claim only within a certain time 
after treatment or other service.

WASHINGTON (AP) - In a 


burst of anticrime activity, the 
Senate has passed legislation 
providing heavier penalties for 
terror bombings, increased pro- 
tection for the president and 
members of Congress, and more 
federal aid for state and local 
police. 


What started off as a batch of 


separate bills and ended up in 
one big legislative package also 
includes extra jail sentences for 
federal crimes carried out with 
a gun and special presidential 
awards for valorous conduct by 
law enforcement officers.
